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On 29 July 1951, the Fangeh'eng (198-23, 21-6) hsien government was ordered 
to take the following steps by the Ch'in hsien (108-37, 21-58) ~ Lienchou 
(109-10, 21-3) Special Commissioner's Office: 


a. To observe carefully the thoughts and actions of middle and lower rank 
cadres within the hsien. 


be To check on the living conditions of militia leaders in all tows, lest 
there be an uprising against the Communist regime. 


c. To have all government administrative personnel receive training in ro- 
tation, the length of the training period being two months. 


On 3 August, the Fangch’eng hsien government was ordered by the Ch'in hsien- 
Lienchou Special Commissioner's Office to commence the land reform program, 
and 4 vigorous liquidation program was initiated.1
